UNJUSIE DIsCRIMINATION 
AGAINST MEDICINAL PREPARA- 
TIONS. 


The news recently furnished us by 
our Washington correspondent, that 
the Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
intends to make a recommendation to 
Congress at its next session in regard 
to the revision of Schedule B of the 
war revenue Act in so far as that sec- 
tion of the act refers to uncompounded 
medicinal preparations, is of the high- 
est importance to those interested in 
the manufacture and sale of such ar- 
ticles, and leads to more than one lucid 
thought not only with reference to the 
taxation of proprietary articles and 
medicinal preparations, but also with 
regard to the general subject of this 
special taxation. 





There is no doubt that, at this time, 
there is more than one medicinal prep- 
aration which is taxable under Sched- 
ule B of the War Revenue act, if the 
law is interpreted in the manner that 
Congress intended it should be con- 
strued. There is no gainsaying the 
fact that, in framing Schedule B, our 
law-makers intended to tax every 
proprietary article, or patented or 
trade-marked medicinal preparation, 
put up in such style that the laity 
could self-administer it for the ameli- 
oration of such ills as humanity is un- 
fortunaiely heir to, no matter whether 
such curative article was a scientific- 
ally uncompounded drug or chemical, 
or not. We allude to this fact merely 
as a basis of our assertion that Con- 
gress intended to tax such medicinal 
preparations as it protected by the is- 
suance of a patent or trade mark, and 
incidentally similar concoctions the 
manufacturers of which had not 
availed themselves of the benefits de- 
rivable from such protection by the 
Government of the name and process 
of manufacture. The main intent, 
however, was to tax the patented 


medicinal preparations which, owing to 
accompanying instructions on the bot- 
tle, box or other package, could be self- 
administered by a layman as medicine 
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without the intervention of a physician 
or a pharmacist, 

The Commissioner of Internal Rev- 
enue hopes to be able to demonstrate to 
the next session of Congress that the 
framers of the law failed to adequately 


express their ideas in comprehensible 


language, and that the result of this 
negligence or oversight on their part 


is that the Government is losing money. 

If the question of the revision of any 
portion of the War Revenue Act is to 
come before the next Congress, some 
concerted action should, it would seem, 
be taken by the manufacturers of the 
patented proprietary articles and 
medicinal preparations, to ask Congress 
why it is that their trade is the sole 
soliiary mercantile recipient of the fa- 
vors of the Government in the shape of 
this special tax. In all fairness, the 
query may be propounded to our law- 
makers, and, if they can answer it sat- 
isfactorily, each of them can then be 
justly esieemed to be a prodigy. The 
truth is, there can be no plausible ex- 
cuse for the action of Congress in un- 
justly discriminating against the man- 
ufacturers of medicinal preparations, 
by levying a war revenue tax on such 
articles and on chem only. 

Foods are exempted from this specia! 
taxation, on the ground that they are 
necessities for the preservation of life. 
Are not medicinal preparations just as 
important and just as indispensable in 
that connection? There are hundreds 
of trademarked preparations of food 
which are sold by the package, can o1 
bottle, and for which the proprietors 
thereof make the most extravagant 
claims on the labels, in circulars or in 
general advertising, and many of which 


articles find a large consuming out- 
let through the familiarity which the 


public has with the names, which fa- 
miliarity is the direct result of the 
trade-mark protection furnished by the 
Government, aided, of course,to a large 
extent, by promiscuous advertising on 
the part of the manufacturers of the 
various articles. There is no good rea- 
son why the proprietary food-stuff 
should not be taxed, if the proprietary 
medicine is treated in that manner. 
Both are necessities for the preserva- 
tion of life, and if foods and medicines 
are to be taxed, then every other item 
of merchandise which the Government 
protects by a patent or a trade-mark 
should be taxed also, and especially so 
if the article is not a 
man’s daily life. There 
such unjust discrimination as there is 
now. 

The reason why medicinal prepara- 
tions were the special butt of Congress 
in the current War Revenue act is 
probably because they were taxed dur- 
ing the civil war. The reason why they 
were taxed at that time was owing to 
an inexplicable desire to copy the 
tions of the British Government, There 
was no warrant for it, so long as other 
items of merchandise were exempt. 
Tax one class, tax all! 

Unless some organized agitation is 
brought to bear on the next session of 
Congress the manufacturers of proprie- 
tary medicines will no doubt find them- 
selves in exactly the situation in which 
they repose at present. Indeed, if the 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue is 
successful in his efforts to spread his 
dragnet, they will find themselves in 
worse condition than at present.

DECREASED EXVOURitS 
PETROLEL M. 

We have heretofore called attention 
to the decrease in the exports of petro- 
leum, but the 
statistics of exports during the fiscal 
year gives the official figures and en- 
ables a comparison with the fiscal year 
preceding. The causes for the falling 
off in exports, which, by the way, was 
entirely of crude and illuminating oil, 
is ascribed to previous large supplies, 
to higher cost and high freight rates, 
and to, in certain cases, increased com- 
petition. The competition with the Rus- 
sian product has probably played but 
a small part in this reduction of ex- 
ports, but other sources have con- 
tributed by reason of contiguity to cer- 
tain Eastern markets, there being, con- 
sequently, a great saving in freights, 
and to that extent these competing 
products enjoy an advantage, notwith-

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standing the acknowledged superiority 
of the American oil. Some of the 
products, notably lubricating oils and 
residuum, show a decided gain. The ex- 
ports of naphtha were also larger dur- 
ing the fiscal year ending on the 30th 
ult. as compared with the fiscal year 
preceding. The important increase in 
the exports of residuum have already 
been fully explained in tnese columns. 
The increased shipments of lubricating 
oils may be attributed to the inade- 
quate supplies of other lubricating oils 
in the Old World and the gradual ap- 
preciation of the mineral lubricants by 
the consuimers there, who are slower to 
adopt new methods and materials than 
are the more venturesome Yankees, The 
increase in the shipments of naphthas 
is due to increased consumptive re- 
quirements abroad, and were despite a 
considerable increase in price. 

The total exports of crude petroleum 
luring the fiscal year amounted 
to 107,570,825 gallons, which shows a de- 
rease Of 5,438,594 gallons as compared 
with the expoits during the fiscal yea) 
preceding. The exports of illuminating 
il reached a total of 718,417,595 gallons, 
vhich shows a decrease of 96,341,687 gal- 
The exports of naphthas amount- 
d to 16,006,206 gallons, which is an in- 
rease of 33,293 gallons. The shipments

5,902,027 gallons, and were the largest

It yet remains to 
Le demonstrated that ipecac is an in- 
dispensable drug. Indeed, it would not 
be at all surprising if the world and 
iiumanity in general could get along 
without it just as well as they did be- 
fore its discovery. Unless more plen- 
iiful supplies are turned out by the 
Brazilians in the near future, however, 
ipecac will greatly decrease in import- 
ance, especially in the crude drug mar- 
ket. If the Rio variety is really scarce, 
some attempt should be made by Amer- 
ican crude drug importers to secure a 
revision of the customs regulations so 
that Carthagena root can legally be 
imported into this country. The re- 
striction that the United States Gov- 
ernment places on this variety of ipe- 
eae is fast becoming ludicrous. Car- 
thagena is just as rich in alkaloid as 


Rio, Contrary to the report circulated 
by a New York newspaper, ipecac is 
not tested by the Government before 


it is admitted in this country, and Car- 
thagena is not, therefore, excluded be- 
cause “it always the test.” 
Carthagena is excluded because the 
regulations call for its debarment; and 
no test is necessary to distinguish it 
from Rio. The eye of any man who 
has seen both varieties will make the

aid of any chemical analysis of the 
root. 
The Reporter advocates the removal 


of the restriction on the importation of 


Carthagena ipecac upon the grounds 
that the reasons which led to the im-

such action would, in a measure, re- 
lieve the prevailing scarcity of the 
crude drug.

As has before been reported in these 
columns, a combination of grinders and 
growers of sumac in Sicily has been 
formed to control the market after 
August 1, 1899. The terms of the com- 
bine are that only one brand of sumac 
will be put up for shipment, and that 
under this brand there will be three 
grades. The first grade will be pure, 
the second grade will be 75 per cent. 
pure, and the third grade 50 per cent. 
pure. All business of the trust will be 
done through one central office, and all 
the bills, drafts, etc., sent through one 
banking house. It is also reported that 
the intention is to have one firm in this 
country in control of the entire imports 
into this country, and that all dealers 
are to do business through that con- 
cern. This last proposition will proba- 
bly not be carried out, as we can learn 
of no preparation toward that end, The 
idea of doing business through a cen- 
tral sales agency and a single banking 
house was probably intended to prevent 
cutting on the quiet by any member so 
inclined. There have been numerous 
combinations and agreements in the 
past, but the failures to succeed have 
generally been charged to this tendency 
toward cutting.

What will be the course of prices 
from now on remains to be seen. Deal- 
ers differ considerable in their views 
and there is an absence of any basis 
for reasonable calculation, One opin- 
ion is to the effect that the supply is in 
excess of the consumptive requirements 
and that, while quotations may remain 
stationary for some time, they will 
eventually decline. There is also some 
doubt expressed as to the effectiveness 
of the combine. Values abroad have 
ruled high for some time past, and it 
is reported that stocks are well cleaned 
up, but the new crop is now appearing 
and at this time its extent cannot be 
accurately estimated. On the other 
hand, it is predicted that the outlet for 
sumac this fall will be much larger than 
the average for several years past, by 
reason of the improved prosperity in 
the leather trades and in business gen- 
erally. 

Preparations have been going on and 
the gathering of the crop of Virginia 
sumac has commenced. It is impossi- 
ble to tell the extent of the crop until 
it is gathered. Much depends on the 
price that will be paid as this in a great 
measure influences the extent of the 
gathering of the leaves. Labor is so 
well employed generally this season in 
Virginia, that there is some doubt if a 
full crop will be gathered. Extract 
manufacturers have distributed large 
numbers cf circulars through the state 
offering, in some cases, a ten per cent. 
advance on the price paid for sumac 
last season. Reports received thus far 
state that the quality of the sumac is 
very good. As Is generally known, the 
greater part of the Virginia crop is used 
in the manufacture of sumac extract. 
The demand for the extract, during the 
past year, has been very good and man- 
ufacturers are pretty well sold up and 
in some instances have instructed their 
agents to solicit no further orders for 
the time being. It is also expected that 
a good consuming demand will be ex- 
perienced during the fall months, and 
it seems reasonable to believe that man- 
ufacturers may yet offer another ad- 
vance on last season’s figure in their 
effort to obtain their required quantity 
of the leaf. At present there is very 
little demand for ground domestic su- 
mac and values are low, and rather 
difficult to quote, by reason of the dif- 
ferent views of the numerous sellers.

Lou s, has the sympathy of the trad 
in the loss of his wife, who died on 
Monday last, in St. Louis, at the age of 
55 years.

At a meeting of the Board of Direc- 
tors of the Central Glass Company, 
Wheeling, W. Va., held on July 5, a 
cash dividend of 3 per cent. was de- 
clared, This makes the second 3 per 
cent. dividend declared by this com- 
pany this year. 


Lewis Berger & Sons, Itd., are now 
making their world-famous quicksilver 
vermilion at their American factory. 
This is a matter of interest to all buy- 
ers of English vermilion, as it gives 
them an opportunity of securing the ar- 
ticle that should not be neglected. 


There is considerable activity in 
Bradley county, Tenn., where large de- 
posits of barytes have recently been 
discovered. Knoxville men have leased 
most of the lands and are preparing to 
develop the industry on an extensive 
scale, The present output is about five 
carloads daily. 


A protest has been filed against the 
practice required by the War Revenue 
laws of affixing a 10-cent stamp on a 
bill of lading. It is claimed that this tax 
is unconstitutional, since taxes on ex- 
ports are particularly prohibited, and 
the cost of the stamp is charged up to 
the goods exported. 


Word was received in Boston early in 
the week of the death at East Deering, 
Me., of William E. Jordan, for many 
years a prominent druggist of that 
place. He was stricken with paralysis 
Sunday, July 16, and his illness was of 
only a few days’ duration. The funeral 
was held on Monday. : 


All druggists’ scales used in Germany 
must be graduated to the metric sys- 
tem. Those in use at Berlin are prac- 
tically all of polished brass or nickeled 
copper, varnished, except the inside of 
the trays, with a coating of lac to pre- 
vent oxidation. Such instruments are 
dutiable at $14.28 per 100 kilograms. 


Several Boston business houses which 
do business with Porto Rico and some 
of the other newly acquired possessions 
of the United States have filed protests 
with the Treasury Department against 
paying duties on goods brought from 
these possessions. The ground taken 
in these protests is substantially that 
these possessions have become parts of 
the United States and that products 
sent from those places to the United 
States ought to be subjected to the 
same treatment that is accorded prod- 
ucts offered for sale between different 
States in this country.

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The Missouri-Kansas zinc miners and 
the zinc smelters are about to patch up 
a truce and live in harmony together 
after a stubborn fight over the price of 
zine ore, which event led the miners to 
shut down the mines rather than sell 
ore to the smelters below schedule 
prices. The two elements are about to 
compromise and jointly arrange a 
schedule of prices. 


M. S. Carr, Jr., formerly an employe 
of the J. S. Merrell Drug Co., St. Louis, 
Mo., is said to have been discharged by 
that concern for having surreptitiously 
collected some of the accounts due them 
and having failed to turn the proceeds 
in to the company. President Walbridge 
of the St. Louis firm has not yet de- 
cided whether he will swear out a war- 
rant for the young man’s arrest. 


At the annual meeting of the A. M. 
Hughes Paint and Glass Co., recently 
held in Kansas City, Mo., the capital 
stock of the company was increased 
from $25,000 to $60,000, fully paid up. 
Last year’s board of directors and offi- 
cers were re-elected, the officers be- 
ing: A. M. Hughes, president; Hutton 
Crater, vice-president; C. H. Hughes, 
secretary; W. J. Hughes, treasurer. 


The New York Zine Co., which was 
incorporated in Delaware with a capital 
stock of $700,000, is a consolidation of 
two zine properties in the Joplin dis- 
trict. The capital stock is a 1 per cent, 
monthly stock, divided into 28,000 
shares. It Was organized to acquire 
and carry on the business heretofore 
conducted by the J. J. Mastin Co., a 
zinc property located in the Missouri- 
Kansas zine and lead district. 


Mr. Henry Smith, of Dedham, Mass., 
a familiar figure about Boston’s whole- 
sale drug houses for the last forty 
years, died at his home In Dedham, Sun- 
day, July 23, aged 79 years. Mr. Smith 
was born and educated in Dedham, and 
for the last forty years has been the 
town’s leading druggist. Besides carry- 
ing on his business he served the town 
on the Board of Selectment ond Over- 
seers of the Poor, part of the time as 
chairman of the respective boards. 


Mrs. T. T. Grossmith and her son and 
daughter recently left for Europe, and 
will be away a year or more. The son 
will spend the major part of his time 
with the house of Bruno-Court, of 
Grasse, France, where he expects to 
thoroughly familiarize himself with all 
the details connected with the manu- 
facture of essential oils, pomades, etc., 
and thus adequately equip himself for 
his prospective position as one of Amer- 
ica’s leading essential oil merchants. 


The Chamber of Commerce of Upper 
Franconia has petitioned the Bavarian 
Ministry to use its influence with the 
Government to secure lower duties on 
looking glass in the United States when 
commercial treaties are arranged, and 
asks for a reduction of 20 per cent. The 
chamber points out that the exporta- 
tion of looking glass from the Fichtel- 
Gebirge region has diminished more 
than half since the Dingley tariff went 
into effect, and expresses fear that ex- 
portation will soon be crushed out of 
existence. 


The Journal of Geology is authority 
for the statement that a new mineral 
has recently been discovered which, as 
a fuel, is far superior to coal. The 
substance, which is of a lustrous black 
color, is found on the island of Bar- 
bados, and is called by the natives 
‘“manjak.”” It is thought that manjak 
is petrified petroleum, great quantities 
of petroleum being found on the same 
island. It contains only 2 per cent. of 
water and fully 27 per cent. of solid 
organic matter, thus surpassing in 
utility the best asphalt of Trinidad, in 
which 30 per cent. of water is contained 
and which has been classed so far as 
the very finest fuel. 


The Boston Globe recently printed 
an item to the effect that the schooner 
Reub L. Richardson, which was lost in 
Alaska ice, might have had better for- 
tune with a better ‘“‘front name.” The 
schooner was named for Mr, Reub L. 
Richardson of the Rust & Richardson 
Drug Company of Boston, and that 
gentleman wrote a characteristic note 
to the Globe which it publishes in 
its editorial columns, as follows: “If 
the writer of the paragraph will look 
up the record of the schooner he will 
find that the ‘front name’ was never a 
‘hoodoo’ on her when she was engaged 
in the fishing business, for which she 
was built, she having paid for herself 
several times over when in that line, I 
always thought the old lady resented 
being sent on such a wildgoose chase, 
and am well satisfied now that such 
was the case, or she would never have 
piled up where she did.” 


Wages of glass chimney workers have 
not been settled finally, as was expect- 
ed a week or two ago, when the Mac- 
Beth-Evans Co. offered to pay last 
year’s wages. It was stated at the time 
that the men had anticipated a reduc- 
tion, owing to the introduction of ma- 
chinery, and were pleased to accept the 
rates paid during the fire that will close 
next month. 


Preparations are well under way for 
the formation of a $9,000,000 fertilizer 
company in the South. It will include 
the Virginia-Carolina Chemical Co., 
which is in itself a consolidation of a 
number of Southern fertilizer concerns, 
and a large number of the important 
independent companies. The Virginia- 
Carolina Chemical Co. operates two 
large plants at Richmond and Norfolk. 
It was formed some years ago, and has 
been gradually absorbing smaller con- 
cerns until it became the largest fertili- 
zer manufacturing company in the 
South. When the American Agricul- 
tural Chemical Co. was formed a few 
weeks ago with a capital stock of $40,- 
000,000, it refused to enter the scheme. 


The glassworkers’ strike has at last 
gotten into the New Jersey Court of 
Chancery. Upon application of the 
Cumberland Glass Manufacturing Com- 
pany, Vice-Chancellor Martin P. Grey 
to-day granted a rule requiring the 
striking union workmen to show cause 
why an injunction should not be issued 
restraining them from acts of violence 
or intimidation, or in any way inter- 
fering with the operation of the com- 
pany’s big plant. The rule is directed 
to the Glass Bottle Blowers’ Associa- 
tion of the United States and Canada 
and its officers by name, and the two 
local branches of the order, and a large 
number of their most active members 
by name. The rule is returnable Mon- 
day, Aug. 21. 

At the opening meeting of the con- 
vention of the Commercial Law League 
at Asbury Park, Ernest P. Florence, 
the president of the League, spoke on 
the Anti-Trust law recently passed in 
Texas. He attacked the constitution- 
ality of the law, and argued that it 
could not be legally enforced. Its pro- 
visions, the speaker said, could be eas- 
ily evaded. That provision prohibiting 
capital from loaning money and limit- 
ing the same was especially undermined 
by the Interstate Commerce law. Mr. 
Florence stated that a contract made 
in another State could be legally en- 
forced in Texas, even under this law. 
If this new law was constitutional it 
would build a Chinese wall around the 
State of Texas and limit capital to its 
own State. 


The Supreme Court of Louisiana held, 
in the recent case of the Union Oil 
Company vs. Marrerro, that so much 
of section 11 of Act 171 of 1898 as un- 
dertook to require the payment of li- 
cense for the business of manufactur- 
ing cotton-oil cake and cottonseed meal 
was repugnant to the provisions of Ar- 
ticle 229 of the Louisiana Constitution, 
and was therefore void; that these 
products were not to be regarded for 
the purposes of the license law, as were 
incidental resultants in the manufac- 
ture of cottonseed ojl; that where a 
manufacturer was also engaged in bus- 
iness as a wholesale dealer and bought 
and sold products other than those 
manufactured by himself, he was with- 
in the law requiring a wholesale deal- 
er’s license, as well with respect to the 
products manufactured by him and 
sold in the course of that business as 
with respect to products bought by him 
on the market and so sold, and he owed 
the license upon the basis of his gross 
receipts from all sales, and that the 
business of refining crude cottonseed 
oil was not a manufacturing business 
within the meaning of Article 229 of the 
State Constitution or within the mean- 
ing of the statute law imposing a li- 
cense tax on the business of manufac- 
turing cottonseed oil.

The British Consul at Chefoo, China, 
writes: “The importation of kerosene oil 
has at last received a check, though, 
probably, only a temporary one. The 
total quantity landed in 1897 was 5,858,- 
860 gallons, while last year It reached 
only 4,752,000 gallons, a decline of over 
1,100,000 gallons. Most of the fall is due 
to American oil, of which some 4,500,000 
gallons reached Chefoo, against 5,250,- 
000 gallons in 1897. But even after this 
reduction, the amount is very nearly 
double the total for 1896. In Russian 
kerosene, too, there was a large falling 
off—the import beimg less than a fifth 
of that of the preceding year. Suma- 
tran—otherwise known as Largkat—vil 
appears for the first time in the Chefoo 
returns, with a total of 142,000 gallons, 
thus distancing the Russian oil by 
33,000 gallons.”

OBITUARY. 


John Baker Hendrickson, 


John Baker Hendrickson, who died 
on the 24th inst., at Milford, Pa., was 
born in Savannah, Ga., October 1, 1825, 
His father, George Ryerson Hendrick- 
son, in the early part of the century, 
entered the drug business in this city, 
an important part cf the trade being 
the supply of medicine chests to priva- 
teers in the war of 1812. George Hen- 
drickson afterward went South, locat- 
ing in Savannah. Here he carried on a 
wholesale and retail trade in drugs, 
in connection with some manufacturing 
and refining. 

John B. Hendrickson graduated from 
Yale College in the class of ’52, after- 
ward studying medicine. He abandoned 
the medical profession to enter mercan- 
tile life, becoming ultimately his fath- 
er’s partner in the importation and re- 
fining of crude saltpetre. Together they 
managed the Croton Laboratory, which, 
on the death of his father in 1877, be- 
came the property of John B. Hendrick- 
son. In 1864 Mr. Hendrickson married 
Emma Olivia, only child of the late Al- 
bert Clark, of New York city. She sur- 
vives him, as also does his only child, 
the wife of the Rev, Spencer S. Roche. 

Mr. Hendrickson was a _ prominent 
resident of Brooklyn Heights for more 
than twenty years. His place of busi- 
ness for many years was at 26 Cedar 
street, this city, and afterward at 42 
New street. For over a year he had 
suffered from a complication of dis- 
eases, failing rapidly during the last 
month. His death occurred suddenly. 
He had gone to Milford, in charge of 
his physician.

Rupert Lisle Calvert, vice-president 
of the Vane-Calvert Paint Company, of 
St. Louis, died at his home, in that city, 
on the 23d inst. He had been ailing for 
about two weeks, when the physicians 
decided that an operation for appen- 
dicitis was necessary, This was per- 
formed and his death followed shortly 
afterward.

us the following amusing story:

The Treasury Department, acting 
through the Secretary of State, has is- 
sued an important series of instructions 
to consuls concerning issuing of in- 
voices for goods designed to be sent in 
bond in transit through the United 
States but eligible to be withdrawn for 
consumption in this country. This class 
of goods is specially interesting, in that 
it embraces large shipments of cam- 
phor, opium and other drugs shipped 
from the Orient either in transit direct- 
ly through the United States or to Mex- 
ico and thence in transit to the United 
States ports on the Atlantic seaboard. 
The ruling referred to is set forth in the 
following letter of Secretary Gage to 
the Secretary of State: 

“I have the honor to acknowledge the 
receipt of your letter of the 27th ultimo, 
inclosing for my information and an ex- 
pression of my views copies of dispatches 
Nos. 62 and respectively, from the 
vice consul-general at Monterey and the 
consul at Ciudad Porfirio Diaz, Mexico, 
from which it appears that these con- 
sular officers are in doubt as to whether 
it is within their authority to authenti- 
cate invoices of goods intended for ship- 
ment in transit through the United States 
to some foreign port. 

“You call attention to paragraph 659 of 
the Consular Regulations of 1896, wherein 
it is stated that ‘merchandise passing 
through the United States in transit to 
a foreign country’ does not require a cer- 
tified invoice, and inquire whether, in 
view of the doubts expressed, and modi- 
fication of that paragraph is deemed nec- 
essary. 

“In reply, I have to invite your atten- 
tion to the decision of the Supreme Court 
in the case of United States vs. Mosby 
(133 U. S., 273), wherein it was held that 
fees collected by United States consuls 
for the certification of invoices of tran- 
sit goods were not such official fees as 
are required to be accounted for and cov- 
ered into the Treasury. I have also to 
invite your attention to articles 431 to 441, 
customs regulations of 1892, from which 
it will be perceived that on the arrival 
at the frontier port ‘of merchandise 
from foreign ports, which shall appear by 
the invoices, bills of lading and manifest, 
or other satisfactory evidence, to have 
been intended for immediate transporta- 
tion and exportation,’ an entry is re- 
quired ‘setting forth particularly the 
route by which the goods are to be for- 
warded, whether by land or water, and 
designating the port in the United States 
from which the actual exportation is to 
be made,’ for which purpose an invoice 
or other description of the goods show- 
ing their aggregate value should be pro- 
duced, but that no consular certificates 
are required for merchandise of this 
class. Accordingly, it has been the prac- 
tice of the Department in such cases not 
to insist upon the production of a duly 
certified invoice prescribed under section 
4 of the act of June 10, 1890. It is, how- 
ever, sometimes found desirable on the 
part of shippers to divert transit goods 
and enter them for consumption in the 
United States, and much delay is avoided 
if a duly certified consular invoice in 
the form prescribed by the act of June 
10, 1890, accompanies such shipments in 
the first instance, thereby avoiding the 
filing of a bond for the production of a 
consular invoice later on. 

“As to free goods, there can be no tran- 
sit through the United States in bond, 
and it is, therefore, essential in all cases 
that a duly certified invoice, as pre- 
scribed by the act of June 10, 1890, ac- 
company such shipments, It is further- 
more to be noted that the question 
whether merchandise is dutiable or free 
is not one for the determination of the 
United States Consuls when certifying 
invoices, but is one to be passed on by

As a result they 
must by a process of evasion first commit 
an act of bankruptcy in order to be ad- 
judicated involuntary bankrupts. 

“The present act provides that a dis- 
charge shall be refused where the bank- 
rupt, ‘with fraudulent intent to conceal 
his true financial condition and in con- 
templation of bankruptcy destroy, con- 
ceal or fail to keep books of account or 
records from which his true condition 
might be ascertained.’ The burden of 
proof in this case is upon the creditor to 
show this intent, which is frequently all 
but possible. The bankrupt is the one to 
be benefited by the discharge, and 
logically it would seem that this section 
should be amended by placing upon him 
the burden of showing that his failure to 
keep proper -books of account was not 
with the intent to conceal his true finan- 
cial condition. The onus of this should 
clearly be placed upon the bankrupt and 
not upon his creditor. Any person who 
is honestly a bankrupt will have no diffi- 
culty in proving this, and if dishonest 
he should not be discharged; every safe- 
guard possible should be employed to 
prevent the exercise of this function of 
discharge in the case of dishonest debt- 
ors or where any part of the proceedings 
are tinctured with fraud. This. section 
might, therefore, in my judgment be very 
properly amended by providing that the 
presumption of the law is that such books 
have been kept and the burden of pro- 
ducing or accounting for the same should 
be placed upon the bankrupt. 

“Another provision which, it seems to 
me, should be carefully considered is that 
where the bankrupt has conveyed proper- 
ty for the purpose of giving preference, 
with the intent to hinder, delay or de- 
fraud his creditors. In this case it seems 
to me that the act itself should operate 
as a bar to the bankrupt’'s discharge and 
possibly be made a criminal offense and 
punished accordingly. The simple fact 
of a right to recover property illegally 
transferred by the bankrupt, if discov- 
ered, is no deterrent to the commission 
of such act, and therefore it would seem 
that the best way of preventing such an 
act would be by making it an offense 
subject to a penalty. 

“Another question receiving more or 
less consideration is that no discharge 
should be granted before the bankrupt 
has been brought about by unjustifiable

Squanders it for his own pleasure, with- 
out any intent of ever repaying the 
Same, he is certainly unworthy of consid- 
eration, as he cannot come into court 
with clean hands, and therefore it seems 
that with all propriety the court might 
in this instance be authorized to deny a 
discharge. 

| “It has been for some time a question 
with me whether it might not be ad- 
visable to vest in the courts of bank- 
ruptcy certain discretion with reference 
| to the question of granting discharges, 
instead of providing that they shall be 
allowed as a matter of course. We rest 
the decision of our ordinary legal con- 
troversies upon the judgment of courts 
| Of equity and law, where as much, if not 
more, is involved, and the question nat- 
urally arises whether certain discretion 
could not properly be vested in them to 
re fuse a discharge where it is apparent 
from the general conduct of affairs that 
the alleged bankrupt is not acting hon- 
estly, though there may be nothing to 
show any overt act which would prevent 
this discharge. I am not ready to state 








































































































that 1 would be willing to urge such a 
provision, though it certainly seems to me 
to be one worthy of consideration. I 
think this is the custom in the English 
and some of the continental courts of 
bankruptcy, and I have no reason to 


doubt that it has been with satisfactory 
results, and possibly the permanency of 
the British system may be attributed in 
a large extent to this clause, At any 
rate it would seem to me that a provision 
of this sort would as meaterially conduce 
to satisfactory results as the one advo- 
cated in which the question of granting 
the discharge is to be left to the vote of 
the creditors. 

“As under Section 21, relating to those 
who are qualified to testify in bankruptcy 
proceedings, considerable question had 
arisen as to whether or not the bank- 
rupt’s wife is competent, the feature be- 
comes one of some importance. In many 


instances the wife may be a very ma- 
te rial witness to assist in unearthing 
frauds, but as under some of the State 
statutes she is not competent for or 


egainst her husband, naturally the pur- 
pose of the framers of this law is de- 
feated. It would seem, therefore, that 
some provision making her a competent 
witness weuld be proper. 


“It has been recommended by many 
that the property oath be abolished. It 
Is certainly questionable whether such 
an amendment should be adopted. The 


spirit of the bankruptcy law is opposed 
discriminations of every character 
and it is difficult to see how the adoption 
of such a provision would be of beneficial 


effect to the creditors. The mere pos- 
session of a few dollars in cash consti- 
tutes no guarantee of good faith on the 


part of the bankrupt. In this connection 
it must be remembered that in nearly all 


forms of procedure the right to sue in 
forma pauperis is recognized, and it 
would certainly seem a remarkable de- 


parture in jurisprudence to eliminate this 
feature from a bankrupt act in which of 
all Statutes it would appear it should be 
included by logical informers, though the 
matter should receive careful considera- 
tion, 

“Under the present law one year is 
fixed by Section 57 as the limit within 
which claims may be proved against the 
bankrupt’s estate. This provision might 
very properly be limited to six or nine 
ronths. Any person desiring to prove his 
claim can certainly do so within such 
period, 

“Under Section 64 the trustee js re- 
quired to pay all taxes due and owing by 
the bankrupt to the United States, State 
county or municipality in advance of the 
payment of any dividends. This section 
would necessarily make any taxes due 
on exempt property entitled to priority 
of payment which does not appear equit- 
able or just. The estate which might be 
used to pay dividends should certainly 
not be required to bear the expense of 
sustaining the exempted property. This 
section, therefore, should be amended to 
the extent of limiting the payment of tax- 
es on such property as is not exempt to 
the bankrupt in the settlement of the 
estate. 

“An effort has been made by the De- 
partment of Justice to obtain some date 
with reference to the execution of the 
federal bankruptcy law. Reports have 
been received from nearly every State 
and Territory in the Union, and while not 
as yet tabulated in such form as to en- 
able such presentation of the facts as 
is desirable, yet from those received it 
discloses that up to March 31 of the pres- 
ent year, under the voluntary feature of 
the act, there have been filed 10,510 peti- 
tions, and for the six months ending the 
above date 8,313 petitions. Of this number 
47 petitions were dismissed by the court 
and 15 by referees for the reason that they 
showed no merit or were not entitled to 
relief. Of involuntary petition 864 had 
been filed between the date the act took 
effect and March 31, 1899, of which num- 
ber 338 were adjudicated bankrupts and 62 
dismissed for various causes, leaving the 
remainder still pending. 

“The disparity between voluntary and 
involuntary petitions may readily be at- 
tributed to the present era of business 
prosperity, hardly equaled in the history 
of our country. The silence of the ma- 
chinery in our factories for the past few 
years no longer oppresses us, but has 
been replaced with the din of industry

Ruling on Reappraisements. 
Washington, July 28, 1899. 


Acting Secretary Spaulding has made 
a ruling of interest to all importers 
which is designed to prevent the for- 
feiture of their rights when, because 
of the failure of customs officials to 
make proper notes of applications for 
reappraisements, liquidations may be- 
come final and beyond the possibility of 
refunding. The department’s instruc- 
tions are set forth in the following let- 
ter addressed to a collector at an im- 
portant South Atlantic port: 

“The Department duly received by ref- 
erence from the Auditor of the Treasury 
Department your letter in relation to re- 
funding the additional duty collected on 
certain merchandise consigned to an im- 
porter at Council Bluffs, Ia., and covered 
by warehouse and transportation entry 
No. 18 at your port. 

“It appears that in the liquidation of 
the entry you disallowed certain dis- 
counts, in consequence of which addi- 
tional duties accrued under Section 32 of 
the act of July 24, 1897; that a request 
for reappraisement was duly lodged with 
you and forwarded to tne Board of Gen- 
eral Appraisers, and that said Board sus- 
tained the invoice and entered values, It 
appears further that the Surveyor of Cus- 
toms at Council Bluffs was without 
knowledge of the reappraisement pro- 
ceedings and collected and covered into 
the Treasury the regular and additional 
duties. 

“It has been the practice of the De- 
partment, based upon an opinion of the 
Attorney-General, to decline to refund 
additional duties covered into the Treas- 
ury, but in this case there can be no 
doubt that the payment of the additional 
duty was manifestly erroneous. It will 
be observed that said Section 32 provides 
for the assessment of additional duty 
when the ‘appraised value’ exceeds the 
entered value. In applying for reap- 
praisement the importer pursued the 
remedy provided by law, and, in the 


opinion of the Department, the  ‘ap- 
praised value’ was not established, and 
the additional duty did not accrue, and 
certainly should not have been paid and 


covered into the Treasury until the Board 
of General Appraisers reached its con- 
clusions. 

“In view of the facts, you are hereby 
directed to reliquidate the entry to accord 
with the decision of the Board of Gen- 
eral Appraisers, and to forward a copy 
of such reliquidation to the Surveyor of 
Customs at Council Bluffs, who will be 
instructed to transmit to the Department 
a certified statement for the refund of 
the amount collected in error. 

“It is suggested that should a similar 
case arise at your port, you will note on 
the entry the fact that reappraisement 
has been called for in order that the col- 
lector or surveyor at point of destina- 
tion may treat the payment of additional 
duties as a deposit, pending the decision 


of the Board of General Appraisers,"

Chicago Oi) Market. 


Chicago, July 27, 1899. 
Old crop seed has shown a weakening 
tendency all the week and had a decline 
of 4c. for No, 1 Northwestern and 2c. 
for No, 1 and July. September and Oc- 
tober seed closed practically unchanged 
from a week ago. The decline in cash 
seed is due to lack of consumptive de- 
mand and also to an absence of specu- 
lative support. The market is in a 
waiting mood. At the week’s close 
trading was a little larger, but at a 
shade easier price than had ruled all 
week. The feeling at the close was 
heavy and the market had a lower ten- 
dency on light demand. A careful 
reading of the crop reports by counties, 
as furnished by the Kansas Farmer, in 
connection with that paper’s weekly 
rain map would lead one to infer that 
Kansas would have a fairly good crop, 
from its decreased acreage, and this 
was also borne out by the selling of 
flax to arrive in this city made by Kan- 
sas dealers two weeks ago. Recent 
telegraphic advices, however, are un- 
favorable. Tuesday made the fifth con- 
secutive day that rains were reported 
from that State and it is asserted that 
a good deal of flax is cut and laying 
loose on the ground. If the rains con- 
tinue the trade may look for the same 
conditions as last year, which would cut 
down both quality and yield. Dealers 
in that State are a little slow to sell 
under present conditions, fearing a 
large part of the seed will contain a 
sufficient quantity of field-damaged to 
place it below the No. 1 grade, and that 
the spread in price will not be in har- 
mony with their views of its value. As 
to the Minnesota crop, there is talk of 
some damage from the heavy rains of 
July 11 and 12, but this remains to be 
seen. Usually heavy rains when the 
plant is in bloom reduce the yield and 
it will cause no surprise here if the 
Minnesota yield should fall below ex- 
pectations. In South Dakota there has 
been more or less damage to wheat and 
flax by hot weather. From North Da- 
kota, with a large acreage, advices are 
favorable. In general the climate con- 
ditions can either kill or save the crop 
and the speculative trading is governed 
entirely by the conditions from day to 
day. The crop is in a critical period in 
all sections and is being closely watched 
by the speculative interest and the 
crusher. The following messages from 
Kansas show a diversity of views: 
Fort Scott—‘‘Three crops that have 
come to our warehouse yielded 3, 5 and 
7 bushels per acre.” Chenuit—‘*We do 
not feel warranted in selling any flax 
seed yet.”’ Kansas City—‘‘Some fields 
running 10 to 15 bushels. Late flax tak- 
ing second growth and all late sowings 
badly damaged.” Second growth pre- 
vents bolls from filling. Northwestern 
Kansas—‘Wettest July on_ record. 
Crop poor and acreage light. Good dea! 
of damage and lots of fields will not be 
cut as weeds are above flax.’”’ North- 
western Missouri—‘‘Flax average about 
7 bushels in Missouri. Wet weather 
this week will cause much damage as a 
good deal of flax is cut and lying on 
the ground.”’ Iowa acreage is estimated 
at 10 to 25 per cent. less than a year ago 
and the State should show a decrease 
in crop as there is not a sufficient yield 
to make up for the decrease in acreage, 
From Minnesota come the following: 
Faribault—“One-fifth of last year’s 
crop.” From along line of M. & St. P. 
R. R.—‘‘Not over half crop.’’ Western 
Minnesota—“Not one-half crop.” From 
South Dakota—‘Moody County expects 
increase of 100 per cent.” “Miner 
County has 600 acres, about same as 
last year.” Huron, S. D.—‘‘Flax look- 
ing well and expect average yield but

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Proposed Changes in Argentine 
Tariff. 


William L, Buchanan, American Min- 
ister at Buenos Ayres, writes to the 
State Department as follows about the 
proposed Argentine tariff: 

The executive power recommends that 
the 10 per cent. additional duty now in 
force be merged for 1900 into the regular 
duty in the following manner: Where 
the present advalorem duty is 25 per cent. 
it is to be raised to 35 per cent.; where 
it is now 50 per cent. it is to be raised to 
60 per cent.; where it is now 40 and 45 
per cent. both are to be raised to 50 per 
cent.; where it is now 15 and 20 per cent. 
both are to be raised to 25 per cent.; where 
it is now 10 per cent. it is to be raised to 
20 per cent., and where it is now 2% per 
cent. and 4 per cent. both are to be raised 
to 5 per cent. 

Specific duties are to be proportionately 
raised, but it is impossible from the Pres- 
ident’s message to state just how or to 
what degree. On this point the execu- 
tive power says:— 

“With regard to specific duties, the in- 
crease fixed in the project are based on 
an average taken from the values fixed in 
the law in force.” 


With regard to the proposal made by 
the press here to abolish the export du- 
ties now in force upon agricultural 
products, the message says:— 

“Compelied from the same considera- 
tions (referring to the reasons given for 
continuing the extra 10 per cent. tax), I 
myself, says the Minister of Ha- 
cienda, obliged, in opposition to a strong 
personal desire, to sustain the duty es- 
tablished upon the exportation of cattle 
and sheep products. The export duty 
will continue to figure in the revenue 
which makes up the National Treasury.”’

The London Indigo Market. 


The unsatisfactory result of the quar- 
terly indigo sales held this week has 
caused no surprise or disappointment. 
They were preceded by an exceptionally 
dull private market, no improvement 
was expected, and, although the decline 
in some instances exceeded the antici- 
pation of holders, yet on the whole 
values did not depreciate unjustifiably. 
The whole position of the market was 
such that nothing but a decline could 
possibly be expected. Supplies from 
Calcutta had come in as usual at this 


| eral 





time of the year on a liberal scale; 
there was, therefore, no scarcity of 
available stuff, and if 3,776 chests only, 
as compared to 8,870 chests declared 
this time last year, passed the hammer, 
this small offering was not the result 
of reduced stocks, but originated in the 
wise determination of holders not to 
depress the market unduly by exposing 
large quantities. The attendance of 
the trade was a moderate one only, sev- 
principal country buyers’ being 
absent, and the bidding was exceeding- 
ly slow. Of the total 3,776 chests, 834 
changed hands in the room, and further 
about 309 chests found buyers later pri- 
vately, making a total of about 1,134 
chests disposed of. Holders throughout 
showed no inclination to sell at a de- 
cline. Believing in higher prices, they 
only accepted lower prices for parcels 
they were compelled to clear. These 
showed a fall of as much as 4d per 
pound below those realized in the last 
April sales. It seems to be the general 
opinion in the trade that indigo has 
now passed through the worst phase 
and is quickly approaching recovery. 
The pending amalgamation of large 
Yorkshire dyers is expected to have a 


| Stimulating influence on prices later on. 


In this week’s sales the absence of some 
of these Yorkshire buyers is, no doubt, 


to a great extent responsible for the 
poor result, but, being in the midst of 
forming the proposed syndicate, they 
refrained from bidding. Later on their 


purchases will therefore be all the 
larger, and their appearance in the 
market is looked for with impatience 
as the signal for an improvement. 


When they do appear, prices may al- 
ready have tightened somewhat by an 
improved statistical position of indigo. 
Reports of exceptionally heavy rains 
having fallen in the indigo growing dis- 
tricts of India have reached our mar- 
ket, and, although at first they found 
only few believers, they must now be 
accepted as a fact. These rains have 
visited the indigo plantations excep- 
tionally early; in fact, before the break 
of the monsoon, and, being of a most 
serious character, they have caused a 
great deal of damage to the growing 
crop. Short supplies and inferior qual- 
ity are expected in consequence, and, 
although the extent of the damage may 
ultimately prove less serious than the 
reports from India estimated originally, 
vet it will form a strong factor in the 
interest of holders, and intending buy- 
ers may do well not to postpone their 
purchases too long, for all facts point 
to a probable advance in the price of 
indigo.—London Commercial Record,

Prime yellow, choice lots 
of yellow, white and winter yellow are 
the grades most sought after just now, 
while the good off yellow, on the quiet 
export demands, is just steady in price, 
while supported because of its moder- 
ate stocks. There is needed a Mediter 
ranean demand to bring the good off oil 
to a corresponding basis with the upper 
qualities, which latter are wanted 
chiefly by the compound lard refiners. 
The Marseilles market remains quiet 
over the offerings here, although its 
home position is firm; but that point, 
as well as most other export markets, 
are now getting a fair quantity of the 
oil from shipments on old contracts, 
and it looks as though it would be 
some time after the opening of next 
month before there would be a start to 
the movements on fresh buying orders 
from those sources. The soap trade 
over the West is using large quantities 
of the oil, but is well supplied with 
the product and is not much interested 
in the current offerings, although the 
stocks of that class of oil where held, 
are needed more by the holders them- 
selves for their own makes of soap, 
and especially as the activity all over 
the West is marked in the soap trade. 
There has been little done in the new 
oil this week in Texas, while no other 
section as yet feels disposed to talk new 
crop oil. Most of the mills even in 
Texas would rather wait until they 
have contracted for the seed, to feel 
certain that they will come out at least 
whole on the oil, than to take the 
chances with possiblities of a good gen- 
eral business in fats stimulating their 
prices, and, perhaps, affecting the 
views of planters over the prices of the 
seed. A feature which has caused a 
good deal of interest this week is in the 
reports circulated that France has 
adopted a new commercial treaty, and 
which covers cotton oil in a reduction 
of import rates. Nothing very definite 
can be learned as yet concerning it, al- 
though the traders are writing to 
Washington in hopes of getting some- 
thing definite. The rumors are that the 
duty on cotton oil has been reduced 
twenty per cent. Then again that there 
is that redcution, but that it will not be 
eperative before Jan. 1. Other state- 
ments are that it fixes the minimum 
duty on all imports of cotton oil. It is 
quite certain that if it transpires that 
a more favorable duty is to go in ope- 
ration at as late a period as the begin- 
ning of the new year that it will very 
much delay the export movements of 
the new crop to France.

There is a good 
consuming demand but no important 
business has been reported for either 
prompt or forward delivery during the 
week, 

COTTONSEED.—The position has 
not exhibited marked change through 
the week from its developments of 
the previous week. The tone is 
distinctly firm, but it lacks export 
animation, while with the run of the 
home business there is no attempt to 
obtain more than steady prices, and 
these are brought out with no difficul- 
ty. The modified excitement in the lard 
market and the lower prices early in 
the week for that fat tended to dimin- 
ish the trading in compound lard, and 
there is missed just now the liberal de- 
mands for the oil from the home lard 
compounders which had characterized 
the situation previously for a fortnight. 
However, even with this falling off the 
inquiry there is more than the ordinary 
business going on on home account, 
and stocks of the oil are falling away 
in a substantial degree steadily. The 
reaction in the lard market to lower 
prices, and which began a few days 
since, was natural after its radical up- 
ward movement, and was the result of 
realizing of outside speculators. These 
outside traders, most of them, had a 
good profit, and as they had had not a 
very brilliant experience over bull 
turns in the earlier part of the season, 
they felt safer latterly in closing out 
their deals, while their sentiment over 
realizing carried the market down a 
little further than was warranted by 
the prices of hogs or their slightly in- 
creased marketing. It looked on the 
declining tendency of the hog product 
as though it was forced and was likely 
to prove of the temporary order, while 
this belief was justified in the reac- 
tions to firmer prices for it which have 
taken place in the latter part of the 
week, A recovery of export demand for 
lard, which is developing at the clese 
of the week, is more the basis for the 
firmer feelin; over its prices than that 
after the decline there should follow 
reactions. Moreover the trading in 
compound lard and the cotton oil— 
stearine products generally—which had 
lulled for a few days, is reviving at the 
close of the week, while there is start- 
ing again movements in the cotton oil 
on home trade account of a more im- 
portant order. It needs only the addi- 
tion of export trading of a material 
character to throw the prices of the oil 
to an upward tendency. But as before 
remarked in these columns, the holders 
of the oil are not anxious for material- 
ly better prices; indeed, they would 
probably discourage more than a mod- 
erate advance over the present cost of

While reports as to the condition of 
trade as a whole continue very satisfac- 
tory and indicate a large increase in the 
movement of merchandise over the cor- 
responding period last year, there has 
nevertheless been a falling off as com- 
pared with preceding weeks, but this is 
believed to be only temporary and due 
to the fact that this is the closing week 
In the lines of trade rep- 
resented by the Reporter a good busi- 
ness is reported in drugs, dyes and oils, 
but in paints a slight falling off has 
been noticeable, while the movement of 
chemicals has kept up remarkably well. 
In all these lines the movement is said 
to be far better than during the corre-

sponding time last year, and the pros- 


pects for the future are regarded as of 
The 


the most encouraging character. 
industrial situation still continues emi- 
nently satisfactory, the more important 
industries are in a most prosperous 
condition and the demand for their 


products taxes their full capacity, while 


in the metal trades the plants are in- 
adequate to meet the requirements. The 
labor situation, while still very much 
disturbed by strikes, is nevertheless in 
a more satisfactory condition, as sev- 
eral important strikes have come to an 
end and others are in a fair way to ad- 
justment. There have been some new 
ones, however, notably that of the 
garment makers in this city and of 
freight handlers here and elsewhere, 
but these will probably be of short dur- 
ation. The strike of the newsboys 
proved successful and that of the gar- 
ment makers promises to be. The strike 
of the trolley car men in Brooklyn 
proved a fizzle, but in Cleveland the 
men are still out, and it has been found 
necessary to call the aid of the militia. 
The great agricultural staples have 
shown the ordinary variations which 
may be attributed to trading influences. 
Wheat opened the week at 76%c. and 
varied from 754@76%c., closing on Fri- 
day at 76c. for September delivery. 
Corn suffered a slight shrinkage, the 
opening on Monday having been at 
37%c. and the close on Friday at 36%c., 
while the extreme range for the week 
was 365.@37%c. Oats showed no change. 
Cotton has varied between 5.50@5.58c., 
with the close on Friday at 5.53c. for 
September delivery. Lard has receded 
from the high point reached last week, 
and September delivery has since sold 


down to 5%c. at Chicago. The mar- 
ket for time money ruled firmer, 
with the supply moderate, while 


the demand has been variable and 
the volume of business has _ been 
moderate. Rates at the close were 4 
per cent. for sixty to ninety days, 4@

LUBRICATION OF ELEVATING AND CON- 
VEYING MACHINERY. 


The tendency of modern times to em- 
ploy machinery instead of manual labor 
has developed to a remarkable extent 
in the direction of automatic elevating 
@nd conveying devices. These cable 
conveying appliances and belt carriers 
or chain and sprocket power transmit- 
ting mechanisms necessarily require a 
large number of bearing surfaces, ac- 
cording to the length of the system. 
Paper and pulp mills often operate car- 
rier systems of from 100 to 800 feet in 
length for carrying pulp in packages 
from the mill to a railroad line. In tex- 
tile mills belt carriers the entire length 
of the plant are in use for conveying 
raw stock from one department to an- 
other. Woodworking’ establishments 
also utilize elevating and conveying ma- 
chinery for handling stock and for car- 
rying sawdust and refuse to a river or 
dump. The adoption of automatic con- 
veyors to coal and metal mines has 
been extensive. Thus, in recent years, 
the introduction of these automatic car- 
riers has created a profitable market 
for lubricating greases owing to the 
many bearings which require lubrica- 
tion in a _ system. In power plants, 
where the machinery is used for 
handling ashes and coal, there are com- 
paratively few bearing surfaces that 
Tequire oiling or greasing, as such sys- 
tems are short. But systems of con- 
veying that extend for hundreds of feet 
through mill departments, or in mines 
and over elevations, consume consider- 
able lubricant in the bearings which are 
employed at short intervals. Jack 
wheels, idler wheels, turning pullies at 
angles, tighteners, etc., all need proper 
lubrication. In Fig. 1 is the usual de- 
sign of the idlers used on the belt sys- 
tem of conveying. Three pulleys b, a 
and b are arranged on hollow steel 
shafts in the form shown. The shafts 
are adjusted to the brackets cc. These 
wheels support the belt and its freight, 
while the bottom idlers d d d support 
the belt on its return. The lubrication 
of the upper pulleys is effected by 
means of forcing grease into the hollow 
of the shafts with compression grease 
cups. The shafts are provided with the 
mecessary holes for the passage of the 
grease from the inside to the bearing of 
the pulley, thus keeping the hub cool 
and the whole in good running condi- 
tion. In Fig. 2 is the pattern of take- 
up used. The screw f controls the posi- 
tion of the bearing e and is encased to 
prevent clogging with dust and other 
foreign substance. In Fig. 3 is a draw- 
ing of one of the grease cups. They are 
usually made of cast iron for this ser- 
vice instead of brass, one reason being 
that the iron is not so liable to be af- 
fected by acids and in turn injure the 
lubricating greases. There are places 
in bleacheries and dye houses of paper 
mills in which the fumes from the acids 
used are strong enough to affect brass 
and anything containedin a brass retort, 
especially an oil or a grease. In one 
case that recently happened the drip- 
pings from a coal bin to a brass grease 
cup so completely changed the charac- 
ter of the grease in the cup that the 
grease caked and finally turned to a 
powder. It is well known to pipe fit- 
ters and engineers that metal pipes 
have frequently been eaten into by the 
drippings from coal or coal dust. If 
water passes through a coal bin certain 
acids develop from the chemical prop- 
erties in the coal, and these acids pass 
along with the drippings and in time 
destroy metals with which they contact, 
In coal mines, particularly, the oil agent 
should see that arrangements are made 
to protect oil cups from the drippings. 
Almost all conveying systems are ar- 
ranged so that the bearings can be pro- 
tected if necessary, but if not, a casing 
of the description shown in Fig. 4, may 
be constructed cheaply from sheet iron 
and set up about the bearing has illus- 
trated. 


A LOOSE COUPLING, 


When furnishing oils or greases to 
the engineers of conveying systems, it 
is an excellent plan to examine the sys- 
tem for such defects as may exist. A 
very slight defect in adjustment, a 
loose screw or a worn connection may 
result in a good oil or grease failing to 
give satisfaction and the chances are 
that the men in charge will attribute 
the trouble to the lubricants. Figure 
5 is given to illustrate an instance of 
this kind that came to the writer’s ob- 
servation lately. A good spiral sys- 
tem of conveying coal from the hoist to 
the bins for dumping was in service in 
a coal handling plant. The couplings 
in the shaft were like that shown in 
figure 5, in which a solid shaft and 
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sleeve are joined by bolts, two of which 
are shown at i. i. This coupling was 
provided with a set screw at j. The 
coupling rattled a great deal and the 
bearing in the hanger next it could not 
be kept cool. Several kinds of oils 
were tried, and changes were made in 
the alignment and the bearing, without 
result, At last the foreman acknowl- 
edged that he had recently uncoupled 
the connection during some alterations, 
and that the four bolts originally used 
had fallen from a plank to the wharf 
below and could not be found. He had, 
therefore, substituted other bolts, all of 
which were too small in diameter, mak- 
ing a fit very like that shown at 1. i. 
in the figure, The bolts kept the coupl- 
ing together, but not tight as the bolts 
wabbled in the holes, making the rattl-

ing and causing the shaft to turn un- 
true and bind and heat in the bearing. 
As soon as proper sized bolts were pro- 
cured and put in, the trouble ended. 


HOLLOW LUBRICATING LINKS. 


In figure 6 a sketch is presented of 
the usual design of hollow lubricating 
link employed in connection with the 
engines of conveying systems. It dif- 
fers in some particulars from the oil 
distributing forms used a dozen years 
ago, and may interest oil men. The 
main distributing piper is arranged 
parallel to the engine shaft at a, from 
which the small pipe b carries the oil 
to the swiveling levers c. These are 
bored with channels as per the dotted 
lines and convey the oil to the cross- 
head down to the bearing d in line with 
the arrows. This is forced lubrication, 
and practical tests have shown it as 
being effective, providing the conditions 
are right. These conditions call for the 
employment of an oil that will flow 
readily and for clean tubes. The pres- 
ence of foreign matter in the tube or 
channels of the cross-head, or a buck- 
eled tube, have often caused trouble in 
these hollow lubricating links. 


WHEN DRIVEN BY TURBINES. 


A glance at the systems of operat- 
ing, conveying and elevating may 
interest oil agents. The power is often 
taken from water wheels, especially 
in mining operations, as there is usually 
a water power obtainable from some 
hillside stream in the vicinity. The oil 
agent will notice that American wheels 
are the more extensively used, in which 
the water is received on the periphery 
and is discharged down and toward the 
center, while in the foreign wheels the 
water is received at the top and is dis- 
charged below. The efficiency of the 
turbine, regardless of its type, depends 
very much upon the adjustment. At 
one mine where they claimed to be 
having trouble with the conveying sys- 
tem, and which trouble intimated 
was due to ineffective lubricants, I no- 
ticed that the clutches of the water 
wheel shaft were worn as at e, figure 
7. This prevented the clutch from clos- 
ing in tight, and the teeth would ride 
and slip for several turns at the time. 
This would cause the conveyor to stand 
still for a moment and then start with 
a jerk. The superintendent thought 
that the jerky motion was caused by 
the bearings getting clogged with poor 
oil. The clutch was removed and the 


teeth filed down even on the sides and 
square on the top. Then the clutch 
was reset so as to mesh the teeth close 
and tight, avoiding slipping, and pre- 
venting the jerky motion to the con- 
veyor. 

PINS DID NOT FIT. 


In another plant some one had ad- 
justed the clutch so badly that it is a 
wonder that the shafts were turned at 
all. This clutch was of the pin and 
socket pattern, as shown in figure 8. 
This adjustment should have been like 
that of the dotted lines, which calls 
for the pins to be deep into the sockets 
when the clutch is together and shafts 
turning. But the top half was set so 
far up that when the clutch was put in, 
only the tips of the pins fitted into the 
sockets, as at f. f. Of course the pins 
soon wore off and bent and caused the 
shaft to slip and the conveyor system 
to run unsteadily. A repair was made 
by squaring the tips of the pins with 
a file, after which the pins were 
straightened and the top clutch was set 
to drop as it should to the lower one. 


GEARING OF TURBINES. 


In figure 9 is an illustration of a mis- 
taken plan of gearing turbine shafts to 
the shafts of driving systems of con- 
veyors, There are two bears at the 
left of the belt wheel, one of which is 
marked g and the other is a few inches

further away. But there is no bearing 
at h, where the gear of the shaft turns 
with the beveled gear of the turbine. 
The result is that the strain at the 
gears tends to press the shaft down- 
ward, often prying the cogs nearly 
apart and invariably making the bear- 
ing at g heat because of unequal press- 
ure, This bearing can be flooded in oil 
and still it will not run cool until a 
support is provided for the shaft at h. 
As soon as this is done the strain will 
be removed from both the cogs in the 
gears and the bearing at g, and the 
parts will run cool and smoothly. 


PUNCHED AND RIVETED CONNECTIONS 
UNRELIABLE. 


Although builders of turbines make 
what is practically a perfect wheel, the 
severe competition compels them to 
adopt the cheapest methods consistent 
with good or what is supposed to be 
good work. In some wheels I notice 
that the rods for opening and closing 
the gates are simply sunk into a hole 
drilled into the lip and there headed up 
as at i, figure 10. This type of con- 
nection may hold for years, and again 
it may work loose in a few months. 
Once loose, and there is not an effective 
way to repair it. Often it has been im- 
possible to work the gates full capacity 
owing to this, and the efficiency of the 
wheel being reduced, the tendency is to 
attribute the loss of power to the lubri- 
cating oils or to other than the real 
cause, The surest way to overcome the 
defect is to have the ends of the rods 
recut and threaded, as at j, figure 11, 
so that a nut can be put on. If re- 
quired, a jamb nut may be used, thus 
ensuring tightness of the joint.

Drawback on Bottles, Corks, Ete. 
Washington, July 28, 1899. 

A very interesting suit in the United 
States District Court, of which a proto- 
type has also been brought in the Court 
of Claims, hasjust been decided adverse- 
ly to the claimants, and the Attorney 
General is now preparing for the de- 
fense of the Government in the Court 
of Claims along the lines that have been 
successful in the District Court. A 
large number of similar claims are 
awaiting the decision of the test case 
in the Court of Claims, and should it be 
favorable to the claimants, very heavy 
drawback refunds would have to be 
paid by the Government. The case in 
the District Court constitutes a claim 
for drawback on bottles, corks and tin 
foil used in putting up beer for export, 
and the petitions in the Court of Claims 
include a similar case and a number of 
Others covering proprietary medicines, 
cosmetics, ete., which are marketed in 
bottles only, and concerning which the 
claim is made that the bottles, labels 
and general manner of putting up are 
important features of the ‘“manufac- 
ture.” Concerning the case just tried 
in the District Court United States At- 
torney Burnett has made the follow- 
ing report to the Attorney General: 

“I have the honor to report the de 
cision of the United States District Court 
for the Southern District of New York 
in two sections brought by Beadleston & 
Woerz against the United States, under 
the act of March 3, 1897, entitled ‘an act 
to provide for the bringing of suits 
against the Government of the United 
States.’ 

“Action No. 1 consisted of the claim for 
drawback on bottles, corks and tin foll, 
barley, hops and rice. To the claim for 
bottles, corks and tin foil I filed a de- 
murrer, which on the trial before Judge 
Addison Brown was sustained, and judg- 
ment thereon rendered in favor of the 
United States. As to the claim for draw- 
back on the barley, hops and rice I made 
no defense, for it has long been the po- 
sition of the Treasury Department to al- 
low drawback on these articles where 
they have gone into the manufacture of 
an exported article, provided, of course, 
that they paid duty when originally im- 
ported. 

“The petitioners, Beadleston & Woerz, 
declined either to receive or make appli- 
cation for drawback on the barley, hops 


and rice alone, taking the position that 
all the six articles were ‘materials’ that 
went into the manufacture of ‘bottled 
beer’ or ‘beer in bottles.’ The petitioners 
further contended that ‘bottled beer’ or 
‘beer in bottles’ were distinct and definite 
commercial terms, in that the idea of ‘ex- 


port beer’ without bottles was an impos- 


sible and absurd one. They therefore 
claim that the bottles, corks. tin foil, as 
well as the barley, hops and rice, were 


materials that went into the manufacture 
of ‘bottled beer’ or ‘beer in bottles.’ TI 
took the position, however, that the bot- 
tles, corks and tin foil were coverings for 
the beer, and were in no sense ‘matertals’ 
that went into the manufacture of the 
beer. It then resolved itself down into 
the question as to whether ‘beer’ or ‘bot- 
tled beer’ was the thing exported, and, 
as above indicated, the court decided in 
favor of the government. 

“Action No. 2 consisted of a claim for 
drawback on bottles, corks and tin foil 
alone, and the government's demurrer to 
the petition was sustained and judgment 
rendered in favor of the United States. 

“The decision was handed down on the 
18th ultimo, but I have not yet entered 


judgment, owing to the request of Mr. 
Steven G. Clarke, attorney for the pe- 
titioners. Mr. Clarke states that a sim- 


ilar case is now pending in the Court of 
Claims, and he desires to wait the de- 
cision by the Court of Claims before de- 
termining whether he will appeal the two 
cases above outlined.” 

There are certain features with regard 
to the petitions in the Court of Claims 
filed by manufacturers of proprietary 
medicines, ete., that are not embraced in 
the claims of the brewing companies 
above referred to. In the proceedings in 
the District Court one of the chief con- 
tentions of the government was that the 


so-called bottled beer would not have 
lost its identity had it been put up in 
kegs, or, if practicable, had it been 


shipped in bulk. On the other hand, the 
manufacturers of proprietary medicines 
assert that many formulas employed by 
them are public and open to general use, 
and that the characteristics which ren- 
der the preparations easily identified by 
the general public as being certain de- 
sired proprietary remedies are to be found 
only in the containers, corks, labels, ete. 
In other words, they urge that the pro- 
prietarv medicine denends for its charac- 
ter unon the method of its preparation 
for the market, and, therefore, that the 


bottling, corking, labeling, ete., is a 
legitimate part of the manufacture of the 
finished product without which the 


product loses its peculiar value and also 
the nrotection which its provrietary trade- 
marks guarantee to it. The claimants in 
the Court of Claims will advance many 
new propositions, and it is probable that 
even should the claim covering export 
heer be decided adversely by the Court of 
Claims. other test cases will be broucht 
to determine the merits of the contentions 
ee the proprietors of medicinal prepara- 
ons. .

Cotton Oil, as Affected by the 
Reciprocity Treaty. 


Washington, D. C., July 28, 1899. 

On the 24th instant the long expected 
reciprocity treaty between the United 
States and France was formally con- 
cluded and on the 28th instant M. 
Charpentier left for New York en route 
to Paris with the French draft which 
must receive the official sanction of the 
French Government before formal ratl- 
fication can be exchanged. The other 
draft will be communicated to Congress 
by the President next December for 
similar action. 

Great reticence has been observed by 
Commissioner Kasson and his aides in 
the State Department concerning the 
terms of the new treaty, but the Re- 
porter’s correspondent has secured au- 
thoritative information concerning cer- 
tain items of interest, especially to the 
oil trade. 

To understand the scope of the treaty 
it is necessary to describe the present 
status of the French tariff as it affects 
products of the United States and other 
countries. The complete list of the 
French schedules embraces 644 items. 
Upon the majority of these items two 
rates are levied known as the general 
and minimum rates. In the case of a 
considerable number of items the gen- 
eral and minimum rates are the sammie, 
while as to another numerous class the 
United States already enjoys temporar- 
ily the minimum tariff. These two 
classes embrace 278 items. The treaty, 
which has just been negotiated, grants 
to the United States the minimum 
rates upon 342 additional items, leaving 
24 items upon which the French Gov- 
ernment maintains both minimum and 
maximum rates but upon which Ameri- 
can products must continue to pay the 
maximum rate. These 24 items were 
conceded by Commissioner Kasson in 
order to bring about the conclusion of 
a treaty, as it became a foregone con- 
clusion some days ago that the French 
Government was not in position to 
withdraw the demands of the agrarian 
interest which objected strenuously to 
concessions on certain lines of agricul- 
tural produce. 

Summarized, therefore, the new re- 
ciprocity arrangement guarantees to 
the United States the minimum tariff 
on all but 24 of the items concerning 
which maximum and minimum rates 
are maintained as to any country. The 
difference between these rates ranges 


from 5 to 20 per cent. and it is under- - 


stood that none of the maximums have 
been calculated to be practically pro- 
hibitory although the purpose of their 
enactment was undoubtedly to limit 
foreign importations. . 

One of the items, of chief interest to 
the Reporter’s readers which has been 
the subject of much discussion in the 
negotiations now concluded, is cotton- 
seed oil. This product has finally been 
included in the minimum list, though 
only after a strenuous effort on the part 
of Commissioner Kasson. The rate of 
duty now levied upon cottonseed oil is 
6 francs per 100 kilograms, which is 
both the minimum and maximum rate 
of the present law though in the discus- 
sion of rates the term ‘‘maximum” has 
usually been applied to the practically 
prohibitory rate which an important 
faction in the French Chamber of Dep- 
uties has sought to have applied to this 
product when imported from America, 
The real importance to the trade of the 
inclusion of cottonseed oil in the mini- 
mum list lies in the protection which 
the treaty guarantees from the sudden 
imposition of this so-called maximum 
by the passage of a special measure to 
that effect. But for the treaty the 
French Government would be at liberty 
at any time to adopt any desired rate 
whether prohibitory or not upon Ameri- 
can cottonseed oil. Having now guar- 
anteed to the United States by special 
treaty that American cottonseed oil 
shall enjoy the lowest rate levied upon 
cottonseed oil coming from any coun- 
try, special legislation against the 
United States on this product is ren- 
dered impossible except by the denunci- 
ation of the entire treaty. “In other 
words, should the French Parliament 
pass legislation directed against Ameri- 
ean cottonseed oil this Government 
would accept such action as equivalent 
to an abrogation of the whole recipro- 
city treaty, and as France has gained 
greatly in certain respects by this 
treaty its desire to have it continued 
in force will operate effectively to pre- 
vent legislative discriminations against 
single items of American produce. 

It should be borne in mind that the 
placing of cottonseed oil on the mini- 
mum list does not guarantee a contin- 
uance of the present tariff of 6 francs 
per 10 kilograms, as it is not the pur- 


pose of the treaty to prevent changes 
in rates from time to time. But the 
treaty does guarantee that whatever 
rates are levied upon cottonseed oil the 
United States shall always enjoy the 
lowest rate levied on that product, 
without regard to the country of ori- 
gin. This guarantee not only protects 
the American industry against hostile 
legislation, but it guarantees it against 
the competition of any other country 
that might otherwise have secured a 
lower tariff rate. The treaty also makes 
it possible, in case the French Govern- 
ment should adopt a maximum rate on 
cottonseed oil, to compete at a great 
advantage with the product of coun- 
tries not enjoying the minimum tariff. 
There are several important countries 
which now have no guarantee against 
the imposition of a discriminating max- 
imum except the so-called ‘‘most fa- 
vored nation” clause in their treaties, 
which, it has been held by high au- 
thorities on international law, does not 
operate as a guarantee against dis- 
criminating tariff rates. 

It will be interesting to examine the 
imports into France of cottonseed oil 
during the calendar year 1897, which is 
the latest for which full details have 
been compiled. During that year 
France imported 63,197,498 kilograms of 
oil (kilogram equals 2.2 pounds), valued 
at 26,745,181 fiancs (france equals 20 
cents, nominally). Of this quantity 51,- 
740,316 kilograms were imported from 
the United States, 10,988,696 from Great 
Britain, 291,799 from Egypt, 87,110 from 
Italy, 46,473 from the Netherlands, 32,- 
385 from Belgium and 10,719 from other 
countries, It is assumed that the 
amount credited to Great Britain was 
imported chiefly from India. As indi- 
cating the extent to which these very 
large importations are absorbed by 
manufacturers, it is significant that of 
the 63,000,000 kilograms imported in 1897 
57,600,000 kilograms actually entered 
into consumption, 

The advantages which have been se- 
cured for cottonseed oil have also been 
obtained for mineral oils, wnich hence- 
forth will enjoy the lowest rates levied 
on such oils when imported into France 
from any country. In return for the 
concessions which have been made by 
the French Government, the American 
representatives have granted an aver- 
age reduction of about 124% per cent 
on a list of French products by ne 
means as long, though quite as impor- 
tant, as those enumerated In the con- 
cessions to the United States. The de- 
tails of this list have been guarded with 
special care to prevent their publica- 
tion in advance of the submission of 
the treaty to Congress, as it is appre- 
hended that American manufacturers 
of goods upon which the duties have 
thus been reduced will use every effort 
to prevent the ratification of the treaty. 
Up to the present time it has been im- 
possible to secure any authoritative in- 
formation as to the items on this list. 

A most important question, concern- 
ing which considerable doubt has 
arisen, relates to the necessity of the 
consent of the House of Representa- 
tives to the ratification of this treaty. 
It is conceded that this agreement has 
been negotiated under section 4, the 
concluding portion of which is as fol- 
lows: 

‘“‘And when any such treaty shall have 
been duly ratified by the Senate and ap- 
proved by Congress and public proclama- 
tion made accordingly, then and there- 
after the duties which shall be collected 
by the United States upon any of the des- 
ignated goods, wares and merchandise 
from the foreign country with which such 
treaty has been made shall, during the pe- 
riod provided for, pay the duties specified 
and provided for in such treaty and none 
other.”’ 

From this provision it would appear 
that this treaty requires the acquies- 
cence of the House as well as the Sen- 
ate, in order tu perfect its ratification, 
but the suggestion is made in high 
quarters that section 4 is purely decla- 
ratory. in its entirety, and that the 
President, under the Constitution, al- 
ready had the power to negotiate such 
a treaty as is described, and could pro- 
mulgate it after its ratification by the 
Senate without action of the House.

Germany’s most important cus- 
tomers for this article are Belgium, 
Holland, Austria, Russia, British East 
Indies, China, the Dutch East Indies, 
and Australia. There has been an in- 
crease in 1898 in the exports of Ger- 
man perfumery to all these countries; 
only the exports to the United States 
and Switzerland show a falling off. 

Considering that toilet soap manu- 
facturers in the United States should 
be able to buy their raw material con- 
siderably cheaper than their German 
competitors, that the American style 
of wrapping and putting up for sale is 
in most cases more tasteful than the 
German, and that, as I have been in- 
formed, the machinery of our large 
soap manufacturers is superior to any 
other, one would think that the Ameri- 
can product ought to be able to gain a 
place in the European market.

colony of vast deposits of bauxite, 
which, it may be mentioned, is a hy- 
drated oxide of aluminium, and practi- 


cally the only ore used in the arts for 


the manufacture of aluminium at the 
present time, having taken the place 
formerly occupied by cryolite. The ore 
invariably has a certain quantity of 
iron associated with it, and this metal 
is often present in sufficient quantity to 
cause it to be of value as an iron ore. 
In addition to iron, variable quantities 
of silica and titanic acid are nearly al- 
ways found in impurities. The value of 
aluminium in the industrial arts is very 
great and rapidly increasing. In ap- 
pearance it resembles silver and is 
very malleable and ductile, approaching 
iron in tenacity, and capable of a high 
polish. Cheaper methods of reduction 
have enormously increased the demand 
for the metal within the last few years. 
In 1886 aluminium cost £2 10s. per 
pound, and the production in the 
United States of America did not ex- 
ceed 3,000 pounds. In 1897 the metal 
could be obtained for Is. 44%d, per 
pound, and the same country produced 
4,000,000 pounds from bauxite ore. The 
process now in vogue is an electrolytic 
one, and the largest item in the cost of 
production is power—steam, water, or 
otherwise. The ores from which alumi- 
nium is obtained are abundant in the 
mountainous country south of Sydney, 
also in the northern districts and else- 
where, but up to the present, notwith- 
standing the richness and immensity of 
the deposits, have remained unutilized. 
Samples of the ore from Wingello, in 
the northern portion of the colony, 
were analyzed by the New South Wales 
Mines Department, and found to con- 
tain a considerable percentage of alum- 
ina. It has since been ascertained that 
variously tinted bauxite ores occur in 
enormous quantities in the district. In 
the southern country have been found 
iron ores containing a considerable 
quantity of alumina, and which in some 
respects resemble the ferruginous baux- 
ites of Wingello, passing by insensible 
gradations of basalt. The bauxite de- 


variety of the 
of New South Wales 
has just received another illustration in 





from the alteration of basalt. The 
American bauxite ores shown at the 
Chicago International Exhibition re- 
sembled somewhat the laterite ores 
found in the New South Wales tin min- 
ing country, in one part of which the 
laterite formation has a superficial area 
of eleven square miles, 577 acres, and a 
thickness from a few feet to forty feet. 
The bed consists at the surface of a red, 
dusty soil, passing downward into red, 
yellow or gray tufts, and compact piso- 
litic ironstone, which, in their turn, 
graduate into rotten, spongy basalt. 
Through ignorance of its real charac- 
ter, the ore has been largely used for 
road-making purposes. Three samples 
of ore, on being analyzed, were found 
to contain 58.31, 35.28 and 39.82 per cent. 
of alumina. The first sample is equal 
to any in the world, being richer than 
the bauxite ores of France, Austria, 
Ireland and the United States, which 
at present constitute the leading 
sources of supply. Bauxite forms the 
source from which all the aluminium 
of commerce is produced, and, in view 
of the increasing demand for what is 
regarded as one of the greatest metals 
of the future, especially in connection 
with naval architecture, the discovery 
of practically inexhaustible beds of 
beauxite in New South Wales may be 
regarded as an event of the highest in- 
dustrial importance.—Chemical Trade 
Journal.

Olive Oil Industry of Taranto 


As I pointed out in my report for 1897 
Taranto, from a commercial point of 
view, depends almost entirely upon the 
success or failure of the olive harvest, 
and any falling off in this branch of 
industry must necessarily make itself 
strongly felt in statistics dealing with 
the general commercial conditions for 
the year. This is especially the case 
as regards the export trade, the large 
quantities of olive oil .exported in an 
average year to Russia forming a very 
considerable proportion of the outgo- 
ing commerce. In 1897 out of a total of 
1,300 tons of oil shipped at this port 
over 1,100 tons went to Russia, where- 
as in 1898, owing to the complete fail- 
ure of the olive crop, only 311 tons of 
oil were exoprted altogether, Malta 
taking 74 tons as compared with 80 
tons for the previous year. New mar- 


posits of Germany are said to result | kets were found for the inferior oil 


(which is extracted from the olive 
grounds by means of sulphuric acid) 
in Turkey, Egypt and Tripoli. It is 
perhaps worth noticing as regards this 
last quality of oil, which is much used 
in the manufacture of soap, that the 
demand as also the Supply seem to be 
gradually falling off. The demand, be- 
cause chemistry has brought into use 
other and cheaper equivalents, and the 
supply because, with the now almost 
general introduction of hydraulic 
presses in the place of the old hand- 
worked machine, so little oil is left in 
the grounds that the process of ex- 
— it is fast becoming unprofit- 
able. 


This introduction of machinery also 
affects very considerably the general 
characteristics of the oil produced in 
this province. Under the old system 
three or more distinct qualities of oil 
were produced, the olives being passed 
and repassed several times through the 
presses, each time producing an oil of 
lesser quality. When no more oil could 
be extracted in this way, the “sansa” 
or grounds were treated with sulphuric 
acid to produce the inferior oil which 
is mentioned. The introduction of the 
hydraulic press, however, does away 
with these distinctive grades, a larger 
quantity of oil is produced, but the 
quality, taken as a whole, deteriorates 
and the larger class of eating oil can 
only be obtained by repeated filtration. 
Though the oil produced in this way is 
excellent in color and appearance, after 
continual straining it loses much of its 
flavor and lacks the fruity taste which 
distinguished the best oil produced by 
the old method of extraction. 

Besides the deficient production for 
the past year, which resulted in no oil 
being exported either to France or 


Russia, prices remained very low ow- 
ing to the strong competition of oil from 
the Levant and Spain, so that as re- 
gards the olive industry the past year 
will be remembered as one of excep- 
tional badness. 

The decrease in the export of oil from 
1,300 to 311 tons by reason of a bad sea- 
son speaks for itself, but a glance at 
the tonnage and value of cargo export- 
ed during the past two years shows yet 
more clearly how greatly this failure 
touches the general prosperity of the 
town. In 1897 the exports amounted 
to 1,744 tons, with a value of £49,461, 
whereas in 1898, although the quantity 
of merchandise exported rose to 2,589 
tons, the value fell to £18,930. 

Serious as this falling off may appear 
at first sight it must be remembered 
that it is due merely to transitory 
causes, and an occasional failure of the 
olive crop is only to be expected. On 
the other hand, it is satisfactory to no- 
tice that a steady improvement is to be 
noted in all the other branches of the 
export trade.—British Consular Report.

The movement of

continues good. There are 
few new features to note and quota- 
tions show but few changes. Tin crys- 
tals have been advanced because of the 
high cost of the base metal. This ad- 
vance has been expected for some time. 
Gambier is a trifle lower for steamer 
shipment, and other positions are nat- 
urally easier in consequence. Demand 
is slow.. Starch and dextrine continues 
active, and there is a good movement 
of aniline colors and dyewood extracts 
into consumption. Quotations for yel- 
low prussiate of potash remain un- 
changed, but there is an easier feeling. 
Nutgalls continue firm and in some- 
what limited supply. 

-ALBUMEN.—Importers are offering 
new egg, first quality, at 62c. The ar- 
rivals thus far have been small, but 
there are several shipments about due, 
Old goods have been fairly well cleaned 
up and what remains is held at about 
as high a figure as the new goods. We 
quote a range of 59@65c. for prime 
goods, as to quantity. Off grade goods 
are offered at lower figures, depending 
on the quality. Blood albumen is in 
good request, and values are well main- 
tained. We quote 15@15%c. for first 
quality domestic and l6c. for imported. 

ANILINE OIL.—Demand is of a small 
jobbing character, but prices remain 
fairly steady at 8%@91éc., as to quan- 
tity and seller. 

ANILINE SALT.—Spot stocks are 
large, which, in the face of a jobbing 
demand, has a depressing effect on val- 
ues. Prime white crystals are offered 
on spot at 74@9%e., as to quantity. Fu- 
tures are a trifle higher, but there is 
very little doing in that position. 

CUTCH.—There is only a normal de- 
mand and values are unchanged. Stocks 
are gradually becoming reduced, but no 
shortage is yet apparent. We quote: 
Bale, 4@5c.; ordinary, in boxes, 44%4,@7c.; 
fine, in boxes, 74@9c. 

DEXTRINE.—The good demand for 
all kinds which we have noted for some 
time past still continues and values are 
firm. Stocks of domestic potato dex- 
trine are scarce and no relief will be ex- 
perienced until new crop goods reach 
the market. We quote: Imported, 5%.@ 
6%c.; domestic, 54%@6c.; corn, 24%4.@3c. 
Manufacturers of corn dextrine are 
considerably behind in their shipments. 

DIVI DIVI.—There have been no ar- 
rivals of consequence during the past 
week, but there is a small shipment on 
the way, which is offered at $38 per 
ton. The spot stock is small and prices 
are well held at $40@45, as to quantity 
and quality. Demand for spot goods 
is small. 

FUSTIC.—This article is quoted as 
being “‘absolutely dead.”’ There is a 
quantity offered in this market at un- 
changed figures, but no consumer will 
come up to holders’ views. 

GAMBIER.—Not much bufginess is 
dving and the greater part of the trans- 
actions are between operators. At this 
season of the year there are many 
steamers which leave the Far Kast be- 
cause of the shipments of tea. For this 
reason steamer shipments of gambier 
are likely to be more numerous, Dur- 
ing the past week there was a sale of 
100 tons for July-August steamer ship- 
ment at 2.574¢c. There was more of- 
fered, but no buyer appeared, and to- 
day 2.60@2.624%c. is asked. Sail ship- 
ment is steady at 2.724%@2.75c., with 
nothing doing. The steamer which was 
expected to arrive here during August 
with 9,000 bales was reported at Aden 
on July 24, with crank shaft broken or 
defective and piston rod broken. This 
accident may delay her considerably. 
Goods on this vessel are offered at 2.60@ 
2.65, but no buyers are in the market. 
The Paramita has finished discharg- 
ing, but there is still some of her gam- 
bier on the dock, which is offered at 2.75 
@2.77%ec. There have been few buyers 
over 2.70c., and for this reason about 700 
tons of the gambier which she brought 
to this port has gone, or will go, into
